September, 1897, and the House having met, His Honour 
entered the House and having taken his seat upon the 
Throne opened the Session with the following speech :— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


I have much pleasure in meeting you at the opening of 
the Third Session of the Third Legislature. 


Since I last met you the Sixtieth Anniversary of Her 
Majesty’s Accession to the Throne was appropriately mark- 
ed throughout the Territories by loyal celebrations of that 
auspicious event, and in every community of the country 
evidence was given of the regard in which Her Majesty’s 
subjects in this part of the Empire hold Her Person and 
Crown. It will not be unfitting that the Legislature of the 
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Territories should take the first opportunity afforded it of 
expressing in a more formal manner its loyalty and devo- 
tion as well as that of the people whom it represents. 


I am happy to be able to congratulate you upon the many 
evidences of prosperity to be seen all over the Territories as 
a result of a bountiful harvest and the sound condition and 
good prospects of all of our important industries. — 


The wonderful discoveries of mineral wealth in hitherto 
unexplored parts of the Territorves, and the almost absolute 
certainty of establishing ready means of access to the new 
gold fields from the settled portions of the country, promise 
the most beneficial results in the way of opening up new 
markets for our staple products, while the building of the 
Crow’s Nest Railway will enable stock raisers and agricul- 
turists to avail themselves of the constant and i increasing 
demand for food supplies of all kinds from the rich mining

Since the last meeting of the Legislature important 
changes in the Constitution of the Territories have been made 
by the Act passed at the last Session of the Federal Parlia- 
ment.

The Commissioners appointed to Revise and Consolidate 
the Ordinances have presented their Report, which will be 
laid before you at an early day, and measures for the com- 
pletion of this important work will be submitted.

Your Committee appointed to consider of questions affect- 
ing or affected by the extension of The Manitoba and 
North-Western Railway from its present terminus at, York- 
ton to the Saskatchewan River, and the extension of The 
Great North-West Central Railway to and through that 
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portion of the North-West Territories, extension to and 
through which is provided for in its Charter, beg to report: 


(1) That relying on the conditions as to extension of 
their railway lines, laid down in the Charters of these rail- 
way companies, people settled in the North-West Territories 
in localities through which it was provided that these rail- 
ways should respectively be extended ; 


(2) That for various reasons these companies have from 
time to time been relieved of the obligation to extend their 
lines of railway, until finally the Parliament of Canada 
vested the Governor General in Council with power to pre- 
scribe, within certain limitations, the amount of: railway 
construction that should be undertaken by these respective 
companies in any year and that the Governor in Council 
has not yet prescribed any such railway construction ; 


(3) That both these railways are now more or less under 
the control of receivers appointed by the courts of 
Manitoba ; 


(4) That both companies are involved in litigation on the 
issue of which the ultimate control of them in some measure 
depends ; 

(5) That after more than ten years of disappointment. 
and delay these settlers have still no information as to the 
time when railway accommodation will be provided them ; 


(6) That they have no guarantee that a fair regard for 
their rights will be had by these railway companies when 
their lines are extended ; 


(7) That the measure of prosperity that has attended 
these settlers, notwithstanding the lack of railway accom- 
modation, is good evidence of the adaptability for settlement 
of the country through which these railways are respective- 
ly intended to pass; 


(8) That it would afford some relief and encouragement. 
to these settlers if the lines of these railways were surveyed 
and finally located, their rights of way expropriated and 
their station sites finally located ; 

(9) That such final termination of the route of these rail- 
ways would be likely to result in a further settlement along 
these routes ; 

(10) That definite knowledge of the final location of these: 
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railway lines and their station sites is necessary to decide 
the best locations for roads and bridges to serve the said

The Legislative Assembly of the North- West Territories, 
in Session assembled, approach Your Honour at the close 
of our labours with sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and 
humbly beg to present for Your Honour’s acceptance a Bill 
intituled An Ordinance for granting to the Lieutenant 
Governor further sums of money to defray the expenses of 
the Public Service of the Territories for the sixteen months 
ending December thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight, and for other purposes relating thereto, 
thus placing at the disposal of the Lieutenant Governor the 
means by which the Government can be made efficient for 
the service and welfare of the Territuries.

“Legislative Assembly, accepts their benevolence, and

His Honour then delivered the following speech : 
Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


In releasing you from the onerous duties of the Session, I 
desire to thank you for the earnestness with which you 
have addressed yourselves to the important questions sub- 
mitted for your consideration. During no Session since the 
creation of the Legislative Assembly bas so much 
and so important legislation been passed. ‘The con- 
solidation of the Ordinances for which you have provided 
and towards the completion of which a large portion of 
your labour has been devoted, will, I trust, prove of great 
benefit and convenience. The legislation for establishing 
and organizing the Public Service will, I am sure, enable 
the business of the Territories to be administered in keeping 
with the larger duties and _ responsibilities which have 
been imposed upon you. 
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I thank you for the liberality which you have displayed 
in voting the necessary supplies for the Publie Service. 

The year about to close with your labours is a memorable 
one not only in Territorial Constitutional History, but in 
the larger History of the Empire itself, as having witnessed 
the completion of Her Majesty’s sixtieth year of Her Reign. 

I am pleased to know that you have given fitting expres- 
sion to the loyalty and affection in which Her Majesty is 
held in this, the last portion of the Empire that has been 
granted that responsible form of government which has. 
largely grown and developed under Her Majesty’s Constitu- 
tional Rule. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

In bringing this Session toa close J am for the last time 
meeting you in my present official capacity. During the 
four years in which I have had the honour of being Her 
Majesty’s representative in the Territories, the Legislative 
Assembly has always displayed an assiduity and sense of 
responsibility in keeping with the important duties devolv- 
ing upon it, and in now taking leave of you I desire to ex- 
press my best wishes for your personal happiness and my 
earnest hope and belief that your work will always result 
in the greatest possible benefit to the vast Territories, whose 
interests and welfare are entrusted to your keeping.
